Gen. Crowell Urges Empower- 
ing President to Freeze Prices 
Before Policies Board. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—Legis- 
lation to empower the President to 
freeze all prices at the outbreak of 
a war was recommended to the 


War Policies Commission today by. 


Brigadier-General Benedict Cro- 
well, who, was Assistant Secretary 
of War during the world conflict. 
Crowell heartily indorsed the plan 
proposed. by Bernard M Baruch, 
former head of the War Industries 
Board. 7 

“His plan consists in adopting 
promptly at the outbreak of war 
the organization which was in ef- 
fect in the latter part of 1918 and 
was then functioning successfully,” 
Crowell said. “I'do not see how 
this plan can be improved upon.” 

Crowell said he believed a Presi- 
dent would have complete power to 
put the Baruch plan into effect 
without legislation but he favored 
specific authorization by Congress 
because “in our past wars the 
President'has usually shown a re- 
luctance to act on the strength of 
his war powers.” 

All prices, both retail and whole- 
sale, should be frozen at the out- 
break’ of a war, Crowell said, at a 
date selected by the President. He 
agreed the plan would not entirely 
eliminate excess profits and advo- 
cated an excess profits tax to make 
up the differences in profit be- 
tween various manufacturers. 

The Baruch plan was opposed on 
behalf of the ‘War Department in 
testimony yesterday by Chief of 
Staff MacArthur who said it would 
result in injustices. The War De- 
partment proposed a plan of grad- 
ually fixing prices by negotiation, 
if necessary. 

The only other witness today was 
Capt. H. K. Cage, director of the 
Material Divisien of the Navy De- 
partment, who approved the Army’s 
mobilization plan as far as it ap- 
plied to the Navy. He said the 
Navy was not in a position to com- 
ment on MacArthur's plan for gen- 
eral mobilization of industry. 


WARNS THAT FDLE MINERS 
MAY ‘HELP THEMSELVES’ 


Kentucky Union Statement Declares 
Gov. Sampson Has Violated 
Every Promise.

EVARTS, Ky., May 14.—A warn- 
ing that unemployed union miners 
would “help.themselves” if they did 
not soon receive aid from other 
sources was issued from union 
headquarters here last night by 
William M. Hightower, iocal presi- 
dent.

At the age of 18, Louise Oster- 
berg of University City has had 
her first book of poems published. 

When she returned from Florida 
last week she found on the library 
table in her home at 7064 Kings- 
bury boulevard a stack of shiny 


new volumes marked “Kaleido- 
scope—By Louise Osterberg.” 

She had been writing poetry for 
Six years and she was quietly 
proud of her achievment. But Mrs. 
John J. Osterberg was even proud- 
er because she had a daughter who 
had written a book, Mr. Oster- 
berg tried to pretend that he was 
not proud. 

Miss Osterberg, a poised young 
woman with wavy brown hair and 
unwavering blue eyes, diffidently 
fingered a copy of “Kaleidoscope” 
today as she replied laconically to 
questions about herself. She has 
been interested in poetry since 
her mother read nursery rhymes to 
her. Her teachers at Mary Insti- 
tute encouraged her interest. She 
had written more than 200 poems. 
Some of them were fairly good and 
some of them were not so good. 
She would go on writing. That was 
all. 


She Gives Mother Credit. 

Only when her mother was men- 
tioned, did she abandon her mono- 
syllabic mode of speech. “The 
whole thing is as much mother’s 
as mine,’’ she said. “Mother al- 
ways read poetry to me. She is 
an artist and she wanted me to 
paint, too. But I couldn’t, so I 
did my best and wrote poetry in- 
stead. The book is dedicated to 
mother. My father? Oh, he says 
he hasn't read it.” 

It was her father, however, who 
took her manuscript with him last 
winter when he went to New York 
on business. And it was after his 
return that she received the proofs 
of her poems from Scribner’s. 

Other members of her family are 
more loquacious. Her T7-year-old 
brother, unimpressed by a poet in 
the family, remarked, “Aw, that 
much—someday I’m 
going to write 
too.” 

I’rom her mother, it was learned 
that Louise won three poetry con- 
tests at Mary Institute and wrote 
the class song in the year of her 
graduation, 1929.

Haverford College Expedition Re- 
ports Finding Egyptian Goblet 
at Beth-Shemesh.

PHILADELPHIA, May 14.—Let- 
ters received at Haverford College 
made publte today disclose that 
additional evidence of the far-flung 
einpire of the Egyptian King, Tut- 
ank-amen, has been uncovered in 
Palestine by the Haverford Expe- 
dition under the leadership of Dr. 
Elihu H. Grant. The expedition is 
excavating the mound at Beth-She- 


lila. City walls, houses, burial re- 
mains and great quantities of pot- 
teries uncovered in recent seasons 
have shown Philistine, Hebrew, R>d- 
man and Byzantine domination of 
the ancient city-state. 

In one of his letters, Dr. Grant 
stated that a painted clay goblet 
dating from 1400 B. C. and similar 
objects found near the ruined wall 
of a house testify to the Egyptian 
occupation during the reign of Tut- 
ank-amen.

Trapeze to Facilitate Taking 
Off and Landing on Dir- 
igible Being Developed. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—The 
new navy airship Akron will be the 
first in dirigible histogy to carry 
airplanes as part of its equipment. 
Pioneering in a new field, de- 
signers of the 6.500,000 cubic feet 
monster to be launched in mid- 
summer have enly the navy’s ex- 
periments with the Los Angeles 
in attaching and detaching planes 
on which to draw for practical ex- 


perience. 

The airplane compartment, hous- 
ing four and later five heavier- 
than-air craft, probably will be one 


of the last of the Akron's features 
to be completed. Actual plane 
tests probably will not be made 
until after the airship’s trial flights 
from the Goodyear-Zeppelin dock | 
in Akron, O. 

A trapeze with which to launch 
and catch the plane, refined be- 
yond the one used on the Los An- 
geles, is being developed, as well as 
rails to hold the planes in readi- 
ness within the airship. 

“A system of four mono-rails to 
support the planes hag been dic- 
tated by the dimensions of the 
room allowed for airplane storage,” 
says Commander Garland Fulton, 
navy construction corps expert. 
“The storage room will measure 
roughly 70 feet in length by 60 or 
70 feet in width. The four rails, 
radiating from above the central 
opening in the bottom, will accom- 
modate one plane each, A fifth 
plane may be suspended from the 
trapeze.

Brooks, 67 year sold, president of 
Baylor University, died at the “iap- 
tist Sanitarium here today of can- 
cer, a few days after physicians had 
forbidden him to complete a last 
labor of love for the school—the 


signing of diplomas for the 400 
members of this year’s graduating 
class. ; 

Dr. Brooks was borr in Milledge- 
ville, Ga., Dec. 4, 1863, and came 
with his parents to Texas when he 
was five years old. Until he was 22 
he lacked even a common-schoo! 
education, but later won degrees at 
Baylor and Yale. His widow and 
three children survive. : 

Dr. Brooks recently underwent an 
operation which disclosed that he 
was suffering from cancer. Sur- 
geons said that by commencement 
time he would be in his grave. 

In spite of the warning, Dr. 
Brooks set himself cheerfully to 
the task of signing the diplomas 
of the graduating class, his farewell 
to the student body. He affixed 
his signature to approximately 300, 
working daily, when physicians for- 
bade further expenditure of his 
strength. e sent a message to the 
students t@é “carry on.” 

Former Gov. Neff and Dean W. 
S. Allen of Baylor were with the 
family when the end came. Neff, 


former schoolmate of Dr. Brooks, 
has been mentioned as a probable 
successor to the presidency of the 
school. .

FARM REAL ESTATE VALUES — 
LOWEST SINCE WORLD WAR 


Average East Year 106 as Com- 
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pared With 127 for 1925, Agri- 
cultural Bureau Says. 7 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Farm | 
real estate values have slumped 
to new post-war lows. A com- 
bination of low prices, drouth, de- 
pression. and an already ‘congested 
market, the Department of Agri-| 
culture says, was accompanied by 
a widespread tendency toward a 
writing down of values last year. 

The United States average, for 
the year ending March 1 was 106, 
nine points on the index below the 
previous year, or about 8 per cent 
less.. The index for 1920 was 170 
per cent of pre-war and 127 for 
1925. The Department pointed 
out that during the year ending in 
March the wholesale price index of 
all commodities dropped from 133 
to 109. 

Largest declines in real estate 
value took place in the South Cen- 
tral, North Central and South At- 
lantic States. Small decreases 
were reported for the New En- 
gland, Mountain ard Pacific States.

TIME PAYMENTS FOR BABIES. 

It was inevitable—so being, it has happened. It 
is now possible to have babies on “tick,” time pay- 
ment, the instalment plan, or more elegantly, the 
“club plan;’ The Presbyterian ‘Hospital of Chicago 
is the pioneer because it has found that too often 
lump payments of maternity expenses hit far too 
hard upon the family budget. 

As we understand it, the hospital will allow par- 
ents to pay for babies in just about the same man- 
ner a washing machiae may be purchased. Coupon 
books are given to customers; the payments may be 
as low as $5 a month. By the time junior is 2 years 
old, he belongs to his father and mother. The hos- 
pital does not state whether it reserves the privilege 
to regain the child if payments are not kept up, but 
undoubtedly the institution protects itse}f in some 
way. Te only thing lacking, it would seem, is an 
allowance on a trade-in. 
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A TRAFFIC SPY SYSTEM. 

The Safety Council is attempting to inflict a spy 
system on St. Louis, in the hope that this will help 
reduce the evil of general traffic violations. It wants 
to establish a force of 500 vigilantes, composed of 
business and professional men, to make secret reports 
about violations of the traffic code. The reports 
would be identified only by the vigilante’s number, 
and no other person but the chief vigilante and the 
secretary of the vigilance committee would know the 
identity of the number holders.

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How the Narcotic Law Breeds Crime 


Before passage of Harrison act, drug addict was-solely a medical problem, but now he 
is a social one as well; increase in narcotic prices forced him to ¢rime to buy from 
bootleggers; more addiction and more violence in U. S. since law took effect; repeal 
urged, with return to doctors of responsibility for curing thie form of neurosis.

E have in this country some legislative 
measures which can be shown to be di- 
rect factors in the increase of crime, 
One such is the Harrison anti-narcotic act, 
which prohibits the sale and use of nar- 
cotics. Previous to its enactment, we had 
always with us, as all countries have, a cer- 
tain number of addicts, harmlessin them- 
selves. (I speak here, in the main, of mor- 
phine addiction.) They presented a medi- 
cal problem, but hardly a social problem. 
We looked upon addiction as a disease, 
which it was and is, and handled it as such. 
So long as the addict was under contro] of 


“ @ competent physician, he was not only 


comfortable individually, but adaptable so- 
cially. We gave him his drug because we 
had learnéd by experience that deprivation 
brought upon him such intense physical and 
mental suffeting as often to end in death. 
At the same time, we‘tried by various meas- 
ures to combat his habit. 

Until enactment of the anti-narcotic act, 
addicts as a group contributed less than 
their share of criminality. There was no 
more reason for their being in prison than 
for hysterics or neurotics to be there. They 
were incapable of making serious crime a 
profession because professional criminality 
requires clearness of orientation, certain 
mental agility and a capacity for sustained 
mental effort, whereas in drug addicts there 
is a considerable reduction, if not degrada- 
tion, of all the mental functions. 

Things seemed to have run along as 
smoothly as was possible under the circum- 
stances. There was no noticeable increase 
in the number of addicts, at least no great- 
er than in other neuroses. Each addict con- 
sidered his addiction as his own individual 
problem and did not attempt to gain con- 
verts, if for no other reason than, fearing 


Then the law was passed and things be- 
gan to happen. The supply of the drug, 
heretofore plentiful and fully -equal to the 
demand, was suddenly and artificially cur- 
tailed, with the result.that prices began to 
soar to almost impossible heights. Where 
one had been able te get a-dose for a few 
cents, One now, had to pay such a high pre- 
mium to a bootlegger that the price was 
quite beyond the means of the average ad- 
dict. But the urge to haye the drug is so

Whether Link- 
later’s effort is destined to become 
a classic rests with time; it 
some of the material of eternity, 
but on the other hand there are es- 
sentials lacking. 

It is, nevertheless, a most de- 
lightful burlesque of American life, 
mainly impossible, as Voltaire and 
Rabelais are impossible, yet hav- 
ing a firm basis in an . actuality 
which Linklater has exaggerated 
into the ludicrous. 

Having been born and reared 
among the oddities of American so- 
cial and political life, most of us 
have a tendency either to accept it 
as a matter of course, or else to see 
it only from the practical side, 
which involves chiefly irritation. 
Linklater, through the eyes of 
Juan, sees it as a source of won- 
dering amusement. 

The book is well written, and it 
is not a criticism of America. 
Linklater spent two years here on 
a traveling fellowship, and his 
work apparently is intended solely 
as an entertaining accoynt of his 
impressions. Over-zealous patriots 
may feel that he failed to do Amer- 
ica justice. Such a criticism would 
be aside from the point, for there 
is no call on the book to give any- 
body or thing justice or injustice. 
Orne might as properly criticise 
Mark Twain for failing to give 
Europe justice in “Innocents

Fire- 
stone Jr., and two secretaries, he 
arrived from Kansas City this 
morning on his private ‘car, 
“Pioneer.” After inspecting the 
local Firestone branch and the new 
Firestone service station at Delmar 
boulevard and Hamilton avenue 
and visiting several St. Louis 
friends, he will depart tomorrow 
‘or Columbus, O., where the 
Princeton polo team, captained by 
his son, Leonard, will play Ohio 
State Saturday. Another son, Ray- 
mond, is also on the team. 
Commenting on the business sit- 
uation, Firestone said that a grad- 
ual improvement has become evi- 
dent. “When the people abandon 
their mental attitude of pessi- 
mism,” he said, “prosperity will 
return automatically. Of course, 
employment must improve— 
through shorter working hours, I 
believe—the farm situation must 
be straightened out, taxes reduced 
and Government kept out of busi- 
ness. I wouldn't be interviewed on 
the business situation last year 
because I couldn’t honestly say 
anything optimistic, but now I'm 
convinced prosperity will return 
bette rthan ever. It always haz, 
you know.™ 
Firestone said he would like to 
establish other new service stations 
in St. Louis, but had found an 
obstacle in high prices of real 
estate.

Ten absence of personal feeling 
where party feeling is strong 
is notably illustrated in the 
friendship of Mrs. Nellie ‘Tayloe 
Ross, chairman of the women's di- 
vision of the National Democratic 
ommittee, and Mrs. Lenna Lowe 
rent who occupies a similar posi- 
tion with the Republican National 
Committee. 
The unusual nature of the friend- 
ship is enhanced by the fact that 
in addition to leadership in the two 
major parties, the women are on 
opposing sides of the prohibition 
question. Mrs. Ross favors modifi- 
cation or repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, while Mrs. Yost is an 
ardent dry, and prominent in W. 
Cc. T. U. circles. Nevertheless, they 
live on the same floor of the same 
hotel in Washington, and are fre- 
quently found in each other’s com- 
pany. 
Both women have long played a 
prominent part in public life. Mrs. 
Yost for 10 years has been presi- 
dent of the W.-C. T. U. in West 
Virginia, her native State, and for- 
merly served as president of the 
West Virginia Equal Suffrage Asso- 
ciation. She was an ardent worker 
for women’s rights, and directed 
the campaign for ratification of the 
suffrage amendment to the Consti- 
tution.

URING the early part of 1928, 
just before the opening of the 
Democratic convention at Hous- 
ton.

Ross was promi- 
nently mentioned as a possible can- 
didate for the nomination for Vice 
President, as her political position 
had assumed such proportions as to 
make her well qualified as the run- 
ning mate of Al Smith. She had at- 
tracted much favorable attention, 
first when she was elected Demo- 
cratic Governor in Wyoming, usual- 
ly a Republican state, and second, 
in her administration. ~ 
Men political leaders were quite 
concerned following her election 
over her attitude toward office 


holders. There was no precedent 


of a woman in so high an office 
whereby to draw conclusions, and 
so novel was the idea that it was 
seriously discussed whether she 
would appoint women only under 
the administration. She promptly 
quieted such conjectures by an- 
nouncing that she had no urge to 
exercise the office in some strange 
and novel way, and laid no claim 
that women have any monopoly of 
the virtues that constitute good 
citizenship.
